The three 
State Commissioners have universal, 
almolute. irresponsible power to appoint 
county boards and change them at will 
tBd ibese boards alwolnte and un- 
appealable power to declare any one 
elected they desire, if the old return- 
ing lioards of Florida. Louisiana. Mis- 
sissippi, Georgia and other Southern 
slates could see this bill, if It would 
not shrivel in their hands as they tried 
to read it in the climate In which they 
now dwell they would turn green with 
envy; it is an improrement on their
